\ Dependents of .deceased vet 
ans who have died within thi 
years after discharge can no 

j receive monthly benefits, a 
| vised Arthur H. Tryon, direct 
of the Los Angeles Veteran 
Service Center.

Under a new public law signi 
August 10, 1946, all veterans a 
credited with $160 avcrog 
monthly salary toward survi 
ors' benefits .under the Soci 
Security Act. 'This amounts 1 
a $31 monthly benefit.

Widows are entitled to thre 
fourths and children to an ai 
ditional 50 percent of the has: 
monthly amount, approximate! 
$16.12 per child. A maximum p 
twiqo the original benefit i 
placed as a ceiling on the allow 
ances. Additional one percent i 
added to the amount for eac 
year that servicemen have ,3 
days of active service.

Dependent parents over 65 ar 
entitled to monthly payment 
equal to one-half of the basi 
amount. Any dependent unde 
85, including a widow, is ellg 
ible for a lump sum .of si 
times the amount, approximate!; 
$185. Also at' the time . the; 
reach 65 they may be eligibl 
for monthly benefits unless they 
>iave remarried. - . <
